Invade District Soon 
Says This Inspector 

Frank A. Skelhorne, of the Dept, 
-of Agriculture was a visitor . to the 
town and -district - last week In the 
performance of his duties in con¬ 
nection with the grasshopper cam¬ 
paign . He considered this district to 
be fortunate in having escaped an 
invasion so far this year. He gave 
a gloomy outlook for the possiblities 
of such happening in our midst next 
season, and urged that every farmer 
kept a sharp lookout for these pests. 
He mentioned that at Provost and at 
Edgerton there were small infected 
areas which were being combatted. 

He added that some of the noxious 
hoppers were already in the district, 
asserting that they aweraged one to 
the square yard on the railroad land 
adjoining Chauvin. , 

He further stated that a quarter of 
a milion dollars had been spent by the 
Alberta government this season. 150 
cars of bran and sawdust; 7 cars of 
arsenic; 10 cars of salt; and 10 cars 
of molasses had already been con¬ 
sumed in the course of the present 
campaign.

Weed Campaign 

A campaign against the weeds of 
the province is being launched on a 
larger scale than ever by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture this year. The 
chief aim of the new system adopted 
is to complete a survey of all the dis¬ 
tricts in the province and to compile 
material on the best methods of erad¬ 
ication in each district. The weed 
branch now has its new weed inspect¬ 
ors on the job. 

By an arrangement with the Min- 
1 ister of Municipalities, Hon. R. G. 
Reid, the weed branch is advising all 
municipalities as to the method of 
the department in handling the weed 
situation and is asking the co-opera¬ 
tion of the municipalities in the cam¬ 
paign. The municipalities are being 
asked to put their weed inspectors 
into the field,, under power they have 
in the Municipal Act, and are being 
asked to conduct a special survey of 
their municipal districts.
